STRIKE IS POSTPONED 


PARKER ^NOMINATED 1 AGGER’S NEW BOOK

Fall Elver Textile Operatives Got 
Unto a Tangle 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 7,—The l hreat- 
euetl industrial strike among the mills 
iu this city for an advance of 5 percent 
in wages has been postponed for two 
weeks, by vote of the Textile Council. 
The secretaries of the various unions 
say that the movement was supposed to 
be unanimous. The carders and loom- 
fixers understood that vlio agreement 
was to be unanimous or the vote to 
strike would take no effect. The other 
unions understood that the majority 
was to rule, but if one union stood out 
against the strike it would be declared 
off. On these two.dilterent understand¬ 
ings the unions took their votes. In 
view of this difference of understanding, 
the members of the Textile Counc 1 
thought it was wise to defer all action 
as far as ordering a strike was con¬ 
cerned until two weeks from today. 

When the announcement was made 
that the council had called tlie strike<off 
for two weeks, the manufacturers 
seemed indifferent.. They said it. was 
the only thing the operatives could do 
under the circumstances and" They i 
thought it would have been much b'etfer.j 
had the leaders come out and declared 
the strike off altogether instead of.put- 
ting in the two weeks clause. . They 
pointed out that in the next two weeks 
the situation will be in a very unsettled 
condition, all kinds of business, will be : 
poor on account of the uncertainty, and 
unseen- complications may ensue.

New York, Oct. 7.-General Alger’s 
book on the Spanish-American war will 
I be issued next Thursday. 

Opening bis book with the survey of 
tlie Cuban situation in ISOS, General 
Alger says: “The thoughtful obs-.rver 
; of public events during the years of 
i 1S95-1S97 need hardly be-reminded that 
! both the Clevleaud and McKinley ad- 
; ministrations sought by every honorable, 
i means to avoid complications with 
j Spain though protesting against tlie con¬ 
ditions prevalent in Cuba.” 

He then t-cinments upon our unpre- 
paredness for war at that time aud the 
splendid spectacle of the country’s re¬ 
sponse to tlie. gOVeriitneut’s ultimatum 
upon Spainp rlie tilCn' leads the reader 
tbrough hurried preparations for war. 
.The account of the.march on Santiago 
is graphically pictured and prepares one 
for the fight at Caney and San Juan. 

The “round robin” incident comes in 
for a fair share of-space. While tlie 
negotiations for surrender were pend¬ 
ing before Santiago, tlie general officers 
i of SUafter's army met and signed a 
“round robin,” which was given out 
for publication. Of the “round robin” 
itself, general Alger says be has no : 
criticism to offer. But be does criticise 
tiie publication of it, saying that it was 
one of the most unfortunate and re¬ 
grettable incidents of the war. 

General Alger reviews at length the 
difficulties between General Shatter aud 
Admiral Sampson and quotes many of¬ 
ficial letters. He concludes ibis chapter 
in these words: “It is difficult to ac¬ 
count for Admiral Sampson’s seeming 
attitude towards tlie army during tlie 
operations before Santiago, as well as 
to excuse him for his contradictory 
statement, subsequently made in his of¬ 
ficial report. After July 3 the admiral’s 
conduct may have been dim to the keen 
disappointment resulting from his non • 
participation in the engagement with 
C'orvera’s squadron. Possibly be felt 
that Shatter’s request for a conference 
on the morning of July 3, innocent 
i though it was. was responsible for his 
being deprived of tlie honor of actively 
participating as commander-in-chief in 
: one of (lie most remarkable victories in 
tiie annals of nava] warfare.” 

Of the Miles-F.gan controversy on the 
allege'd furnishing of “embalmed beef” 
to the army, General Alger says: “The 
commission appointed by tlie pres'dent 
at my request to investigate tiie con¬ 
duct.of the war department iu the war 
with-Spain met on Sept, 24, 1S9S. Oft 
Dec. 21 the major general commanding 
the army of the Unitd States appeared 
before tlie commission aud made ills 
statements with respect to tlie beef fur¬ 
nished to the army during the war. 

“Although tlie.IcoiunUsslon had been 
sitting nearly* three months the charges 
with respect to canned and refrigerated 
beef were now made for Ihe first time: 
and, stranger and more inexcusable and 
more unsoldierly still, during all those 
months, with this pretended knowledge 
of facts which, if they existed, should 
have been made known to tlie secre¬ 
tary of war. for tiie protection of tiie 
army. General Miles had never 
mentioned tlie subject. 

“General Miles seemed to be pleased 
with the notoriety which his startling 
statement before the conmiiss’ou and 
Ills subsequent newspaper inh rvii w 
gave him; for again, on March 3t, ISO!), 
in New York city, ho published addi¬ 
tional charges. This nnmiiitary and 
questionable method of making in pub¬ 
lic grave and scandalous charges re 
gariling a brother officer and the work 
of ids department-—charges which sub¬ 
sequent and careful investigation 
proved both unwarranted and untrue— 
seemed to appeal to certain character¬ 
istics of the major general commanding 
to which iiie question io which refer¬ 
ence here would be out of place. 

“If we we.ro to believe written evi¬ 
dence to the contrary it does not appear 
that General Miies was even honest in 
making Ids dilatory charges that tlie 
tinned beef was issued ns tlie 'pretense 
of an experiment’ and Hint it was not a 
part of the ration. On June 17, 1S98, 
his most confidential Staff officer signed 
a letter by 'direction of tlie major gen- 
oral of tbe army’ instructing tlie depot 
commissary at Tampa to furnish to 
General Nunez 10,044 pounds of canned 
roast beef, to be issued from tiie stib- 
sisiance stores of tlie army. If we are 
to accept the reading of tills letter as 
correct, it proves that General Miles 
knew that canned fresh beef was a part 
of the ration; that he knew there was a 
large quantity of.it at Tampa for issue 
to tiie troops; and that he so far ap¬ 
proved of its use ns to direct that tlie 
ration lie furnished in huge quantities 
to our allies.”

New York, Oet. 5.—With victory fir 
flowing fron. her masthead and the e\i 
of her spreaders in honor of her concl:,: 
ing- triumph in the cup races of lGWi. 
the gallant sloop Columbia returned tj 
her anchorage last night under escort 
of the entire exeursioon fleet. 

She completed her defense of the hon¬ 
ored trophy in another stirring race with 
the Shamrock II over a leeward and 
windward course of 30 miles, crossing 
the finish line two seconds behind her 
antagonist, but winning on the time al¬ 
lowance conceded by Lipton’s boat by 
41 seconds. 

For the second time she has now suc¬ 
cessfully foiled tbe attempt of the Irish 
knight to wrest from our possession the 
cup that means the yachting supremacy 
of the world. And Sir Thomas Lipton, 
standing on the bridge of the Erin, led 
his guests in three hearty huzzahs foi 
the successful defender. “She is the 
better boat,” he said, “and she deserves 
to be cheered.” 

The series of races just closed will al- 
v ays he memorable as the closest evei 
sailed for the cup, and Sir Thomas al¬ 
though defeated, will go home with the 
satisfaction of knowing that his golden 
yacht is the ablest foreign boat that ever 
crossed the western ocean. During both 
series of the races not an untoward in¬ 
cident has occurred and Lipton will re¬ 
turn to England by far the most popu¬ 
lar of all foreigners who have challenged 
for the American trophy. 

Yesterday’s race, on paper, was the 
closest of the series, but because rf the 
flukiness of the wind on the beat home 
as a contest of the relative merits of the 
yachts it is not to he compared with the 
battles of Saturday and Thursday. 

The conditions of the race at the start 
yesterday were very similar to those of 
Thursday. The wind was strong and 
from the shore, embroidering the sea 
with foam, but piling up no swell—idea] 
conditions for the challenger. 

The racers were sent away before the 
wind, each carrying a penalty for cross¬ 
ing the line after the handicap gun. 

No official record is kept of the time 
after that gun is fired, but the experts 
with stop watches estimated Columbia’s 
handicap at 15 seconds and Shamrock’s 
at 30 seconds. The contest of the yach ts 
fleeting before the wind was pictnr- 
esque but not exciting, The big racers 
had every inch of canvas spread, all 
then light sails, including bulging spin¬ 
nakers and balloon jibtopsails. Their 
crews were gathered aft to keep the 
heads of the boats up and thereafter un¬ 
til the outer mark was reached it was 
merely a question of holding on to all 
the canvas and letting the wind do the 
rest. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Co¬ 
lumbia beat the Shamrock before the 
v iud last Saturday, the challenger yes¬ 
terday gained slowly but steadily all 
the way out, and rounded 40 seconds 
before the defender, having actually 
gained G 4 socouds. immediately after 
the yachts turned their noses into the 
wiud for the beat home, the breeze I 
moderated aud turned fluky. The skin- 
pers split tacks, each searching for 
wind, with fhe result that the first one 
would get a lift and then the other. 

At one time Columbia seemed a mile 
ahead when a sudden cant of the wiud 
allowed the Shamrock to point nearer 
tite mark and a mile from homethe chal¬ 
lenger appeared to he leading by f u n v 
half a mile. The talent began‘to fe d 
nervous 1 ml as the yachts approached
